W here space is valued by the foot, the 
deduction ¡3 logical th a t a foot of space 
becomes valuable. 
I do not propose to 
value it, but it may be interesting to know 
w hat it can be made to do. 
W e are all 
fam iliar w ith the recess in the wail conse­ 
quent upon the setting in of a door. 
Im ­ 
agine such a space curtained off ¡by a 
drapery which hangs w ith decidedly es­ 
thetic effect. 
T he ordinary looker-on 
m ight presume it a drapery placed for es­ 
thetic considerations. 
The man or woman 
in search of a lessojv-gy, «»nom y in inches 
(w hich make a foot), wuur3 
lift 
aside that drapery and behold''an* im pro­ 
vised wardrobe for the personal belongings 
of an individual minus even the usual 
allowance of a closet. 
Firstly, at the top, 
three shelves fitted in for the holding of 
wearing apparel—small 
articles which 
need protection from dust, such as gloves, 
ribbons, etc., placed in boxes. 
Below, 
eight hooks, so arranged as to give the 
utmost latitude for hanging, and depending 
from them a modest outfit. 
Below, on the 
floor, another range of boxes, and behold 
provision for one not too well provided. 
W nat may be accomplished with the aid 
of a closet is equally noteworthy, and in 
this connection I bethink me of a certain 
apartmeut-house wherein dwelt a lady 
who in the eyes of her friends kept a dear 
little private parlor—the sweetest, cun- 
ningest place imaginable.

Sleeping

w ith the cham berm aid who, at the proper 
time, brought down a mattress from the 
flight above, and the sofa being shoved out. 
from the wall, room was made for it, while 
bedclothes emerged from the magic anc. 
all-containing inclosure at hand. 
N ot 
evervbodv, it is true, could have slept on 
the floor,*but the mattress, protected from 
soil by a cover, and placed on a soft car­ 
pet. was not so bad, and as the lady occu­ 
pant said contentedly, “One must always, 
put up with something, you know, and jus: 
see how much else 1 hare.” 
_ 
I t has often seemed to m ein tru th that 
the difference between the habitat of New 
Y ork’s confessedly poor and the class who 
have some appearances to keep up, consists 
in the reverse conditions, that while the 
former are crowded so many heads in one 
room of respectable size, the latter are 
crammed into nooks and crannies in an in­ 
credible way. 
It is sometimes the case heie that a suc­ 
cessful boarding-house keeper uot content 
w ith her allotted domain, sigfis for more 
worlds tn conquer, and may fhd herself, in 
consequence, ruler over three or four ad­ 
jacent houses, th e owners of wiich are fain 
to have constructed private by-ways by 
w hich communication is established be­ 
tween the contiguous domiciles. 
From 
one entrance, therefore, access may be 
gained to all, and in case of four houses, 
three entrances may be debarred from use 
by th e simple process of locking the Joore. 
In the m ajority of New York houses there 
is a sm all space between the inner and 
outer doors, and it m ight come to pass, 
then, th at in case of a quadruple esublish- 
lishm ent three small spaces might result, 
one entrance serving for ingress and egress. 
T h ree such spaces did result in a case com­ 
ino under mv observation, and presumably 
burdened the landlady’s brain to such an 
extent th at she resolved they should re­ 
m ain as space no longer. 
Glass was sub­ 
stituted for wood in th e upper portion of 
th e outer doors, thus adm itting light, and 
shades were fitted, thus excluding vision 
from passers-by. 
T he next move was to 
move the inner doors nearer the staircase, 
w ith the result of considerable addition of 
space to the coveted inclosnre.

T rue it was th at such guntings of light 
as m ight have penetrated through the 
glass of the inuer doors (outer doors are 
left open usually in the daytim e) was thus 
excluded, as also such chance of ventila­ 
tion as m ight occur by opening of doors as 
people went in or out or such fresh air fund 
as m ight accumulate from sweeping when 
th e servant girl m ight leave the doors 
open some five m inutes; true it was that 
absolute 
groping up and down stairs 
would henceforth replace the partial grop­ 
ing which is here a special feature of most 
houses. 
These many truths weighed as 
dust in the balance against th at weight 
of three small vacant spaces, and consid­ 
erations to the winds, they were trans­ 
formed into habitats. They are habitats 
still, and the houses of such status that 
th e late Mine. A nna Bishop occupied a 
floor in one of them . 
The public parlor 
is furnished in A xm inster and satin, and 
on the whole a place of some pretension.

Mrs. Cleveland is Je- 
veloping into a large woman, perfectly 
English in size and proportions, but her 
intim ate friends say th at she retains a 
fineness and delicacy of character not often 
found in large women. 
She is thoroughly 
domesticated in her Madison avenue home, 
which is the center of quite a circle of 
fashionable and notable people. 
The late C. R. M. Talbot, M. P., “the 
Father of the House of Commons,” was 
also one of the early fathers of the women’s 
movement in England. 
A t a time when 
it was considered ridiculous to claim polit­ 
ical or social freedom, Mr. Talbot took his 
stand on their side. 
H e was one of the 
few members who, in 1S67, supported John 
Stuart M ill in his amendment to the re­ 
form bill which would have substituted 
the word “person” for “male” in its en­ 
franchising clause. 
“K ing M ilan ought to be in very com­ 
fortable circumstances,” says an English 
newspaper, “for his allowance from the 
Servian Government Is £1,000 per month, 
paid without any deductions; and, in or­ 
der to prevent him from m aking indiscreet 
and embarrassing revelations, the Emperor 
of A ustria gives him £400 per m onth. 
It 
is reported at Berlin th at M ilan informed 
the Em peror of A ustria th at he was about 
to write his reminiscences, in the hone of 
adding to his inadequate income, ami the 
hint was prom ptly taken.” 
“ Lord N apier owed much of his suc­ 
cess,” says the London World, “to his 
power of endurance, great strength, and 
to his wonderful capacity of being able to 
get sleep at almost any moment, under 
any circumstances, and for as long a time 
as necessary. 
N o one, perhaps, ever pos­ 
sessed it to so marked a degree, and a 
brother officer, who was witli him in his 
expedition against Tantia Topee, used to 
sav that while they always considered 
him a most brilliant and able soldier, they 
thought th at he was not likely to live 
very long, for he was always dropping off 
to sleep without the slightest warning, 
which we considered a sign of great weak­ 
ness.” 
Lieutenant W . G. Stairs, Mr. Stanley’s 
right-hand man in his recent expedition, 
in a private letter to a friend, gives some 
thrilling details of the hardships and 
losses endured in their wanderings. 
“One 
of our greatest dangers,” he says, “has 
been from starvation in the immense for­ 
est between the Congo and A lbert Nyanza, 
which was found to be on open, grassy 
country. 
In the forest we lost, out of 600 
Zanzabaris, some 360; also 16 sm all boys, 
and about 40 Nubian soldiers. 
T his was 
en route to the Pasha. 
The loss of life 
since leaving the A lbert Nyanza has been 
200. 
In this forest for three weeks we 
lived on roots and fungi. 
O ur men died 
like dogs, and we whites were just about 
pegged out when we reached food.” 
Mr. W illiam D. Howells has talked with 
a Boston Advertiser reporter about the ap­ 
pointm ent of his brother, Mr. J . P. How­ 
ell, as Postmaster at Jefferson, Ohio. 
“I 
had nothing whatever to do w ith influ­ 
encing the appointm ent of m y brother,” 
he said. 
“H e occupied the same position 
under Presidents G rant, Hayes, Garfield 
and A rthur. 
H e was removed by Mr. 
Cleveland because he was a Republican, 
and now he simply goes back to bis former 
place. 
H e is a * well-known newspaper 
man of this State, and stands in no need of 
aid from me in such m atters. 
As to the 
report which is in circulation th a t I my­ 
self am seeking the Paris Consul-General- 
ship, it is wholly w ithout foundation, ^ I 
woníd not accept any Consulship in the 
gift of the President ” 


OF O T O L O G Y . 


SOMETHING CONCERNING THE ORIGIN 
OF TEE ALLEGED SCIENCE. 


Som e o f th e T hings T au g h t b y Its A pos­ 


tle s —H ow W ere th e P la n e ts a t th e 
tim e o f T o u r B irth? 


Astronomy is one of the oldest of sci­ 
ence’. 
I t 
is certain th at the ancient 
Egyptians, Chaldeans and Assyrians were 
readers of the sky, and the Chinese have 
records of eclipses dating back thousands 
of years before our era. 
Astrology has been called astronomy’s 
sister, and it is also older than history; but 
there is a m arked difference. 
Astronomy 
is true and astrology is false, says Golden 
Days, although the deductions of the lat­ 
ter are drawn from the same source as the 
former. 
Astrology was founded on the vanity of 
mankind. 
Astronomy teaches us th at this 
earth is but a speck in the universe, and 
th at we play a very insignificant part in 
the scheme of creation; but the astrologers 
took exactly the opposite ground. 
Ac­ 
cording to their belief, the earth was the 
center of the universe, and the universe 
only existed as an adjunct to man. 
Hence 
it followed that the planets exerted an in­ 
fluence over mankind. 
T his crude belief was gradually en­ 
larged until it became an art and the as­ 
trologer a 
very 
im portant personage. 
Kings and rich people kept their own as­ 
trologers, and other 
people 
consulted 
astrologers at so much a visit, as credulous 
persons do fortune tellers at the present 
day. 
No doubt there were a great many 
fraudulent astrologers—fellows who saw 
in the art an easy way to make a living, 
but we cannot doubt th at the majority of 
astrologers were firm believers in the so- 
called science. 
AmoDg the most noted of these were 
Claudius Ptolem y, who compiled “The 
Tetrabiblos,” being four books upon the 
influence of the stars; Placidus, a Spanish 
monk, and Lilly, an Englishm an of the 
tim e of Charles II. 
Tiberius, Emperor of Rome, practiced 
astrology, and Hippocrates, the “F ather of 
M edicine,” ranked it among the most im ­ 
portant branches of knowledge for a physi­ 
cian. 
D uring the m iddle ages astrology 
was at its hight of popularity. 
Even the 
great Lord Bacon believed in it firmly. 
I t was a complete and complicated sys­ 
tem, and contained rules which were so 
abstruse th at they required years for their 
entire mastery. 
N or did the adepts al­ 
ways agree in the mysteries of their art, 
but they were fairly in accord w ith the 
cardinal principles. 
There are four general departm ents in 
astrology—nativities, or the art of fore- 
telliug fr m a study of the map of the 
heavens at the moment of b irth the gen­ 
eral character and destiny of the ques­ 
tioner; mundane matters, or fortelling by 
the map of the heavens at certain stated 
times the fate of nations and races, such 
as wars, pestilences, floods and conflagra­ 
tions ; weather prophesying, or predicting 
from the m utual aspects of the sun, moon 
and planets w hat the w eather will be at 
certain times and places. 
H orary as­ 
trology is the art of predicting from a 
map of the heavens at the tim e of anxiety 
or question the result of any business or 
other m atter of interest to the questioner. 
I t is a fundamental doctrine in astrology 
th at the sun, moon and planets each exer­ 
cise a distinct, peculiar and immediate in­ 
fluence upon man. 
This influence culmi­ 
nates at birth, and the ruling planet 
(which is called “the lord of the nativity”) 
at th at tim e exercises such power over the 
child as to stamp its character upon the 
entire life. 
This astral influence extends not only to 
the whole life in general, but likewise to 
all its particulars of feelings, thoughts and 
actions in minutire. 
T his astral influence 
determines man’s physical appearance, in­ 
tellectual peculiarities, moral character, 
length of years, rank, fortune and friends 
— in short, determines 1Ú3 life. 
To “cast a nativity,” it was necessary for 
the astrologer to know the exact instant of 
birth. 
Then he drew a horoscope—that 
is, made a map of the heavens at th at in­ 
stant, as accurately as his knowledge of 
astronomy would perm it, and studied the 
aspect of the planets. 
The zodiac is divided into twelve signs 
of 30 degrees each, and from the conjunc­ 
tion of the planets in these signs and from 
the various positions of other planets they 
augured good or ill for the babe. 
M uch,of course, depended upon the skill 
of the astrologer, and a great deal upon his 
knowledge of hum an nature. 
It is safe to say th at rich people generally 
got good aspects. 
B ut there are certain 
rules which all astrologers have always 
claimed to be infalliable. 
The moon rules the first four years of life, 
and during this period all other indications 
must be interpreted w ith the fair “goddess 
of the night” as the dom inator of the activ­ 
ities and results. 
H er subjects—th a t is, those born when 
the moon is in the ascendant—are pale 
and serene; 
and, while full in form and 
gentle in disposition, they are apt to he 
lazy, or at least rather inefficient. 
They 
are frequently noticeable for their large, 
languid eyes and receding chin. 
The moon has much to do w ith one’s 
propensities, and so her position in the 
zodiac and her aspects with the other 
powers should be fully and accurately de­ 
termined and carefully studied. 
Good aspect with Saturn promises lega­ 
cies, gains and honors through the favor or 
death of old people; 
bad aspects with 
Saturn, on the contrary, presage injuries or 
loss from the same kind of people. 
The moon in favorable aspect with J u ­ 
piter promises wealth : with Mars, success 
in all contests, competitions, constructions 
or m anual operations which require cour­ 
age, skill and responsibility; with \ ecus, 
many and devoted friends among the op­ 
posite sex ; with M ercury, great good for­ 
tune throagh one’s own superior m ental 
attainm ents and talent. 
Evil aspect with M ars presages bold­ 
ness, rashness and discomfit from defeat by 
stronger opposing forces; 
and with Mer- 
enry, it announces dishonesty and u n tru th ­ 
fulness. 
Strange to say, the sun, which is the most 
glorious of all the heavenly bodies, is less 
noticed ia the horoscope than the moon. 
The astrologer gives as a reason for this 
apparent neglect th at the sun, although 
the source of all life and power, dispenses 
his influence through his lieutenants— the 
planets. 
I t is also noticeable th at U ranus and 
Neptune have no place in ancient astrol­ 
ogy, and very little in the modern art. 
The reason is th at these two planets were 
unknown until modern times. 
It is dread­ 
ful to think how m uch m align influence 
those two planets may have exerted in past 
ages, and no one a w hit wiser. 
There are astrologers at the present day, 
aud some of them pnblish annual alm a­ 
nacs which give predictions a year in ad­ 
vance. 
These predictions, as a rule, are 
couched in vague language, such as “Ja n ­ 
uary— a great man will die in America,” a 
prediction which could hardly fail to come 
true. 
Y et these imposters make a good 
living out of this delusion, and as they 
cannot be said to do any special harm they 
are not interfered with. 
But it cannot be too often asserted that 
there is no tru th in the art and never was. 
The snn and all th e planets may be in 
conjunction and exert no more influence 
for good or evil over a baby than a passing 
milk-wagon in the street.________

door amusement, even w ith H opper to 
laugh at. 
T he first appearance of the 
comedian th at day was the signal for ap­ 
plause, but it was no such furor as is usu­ 
ally raised upon his entrance. 
M r. H op­ 
per felt the chilliness of the reception, but 
when he glanced through the thin ranks, 
he knew it was not the lack of heart in 
those present that had .made it weak, but 
the lack of numbers. 
Mr. H opper began 
at once to get in his byplay for the partic­ 
ular benefit of his few admirers. 
H e was 
slowly but surely getting them into good 
humor, bat he capped the clim ax by say­ 
ing : 
“I notice there is only a few of you, 
but I shall do the best I can, just the 
same.” 
A comical thing occurred Christmas 
Eve in “The Bellman.” 
W hen H opper 
sings one of his songs he carries a banner, 
on which are the words, “ M cGinty and 
Kefurm,” and as he walks across the stage 
he leads a small negro boy by the hand. 
As he reaches the wings some one hands 
him a large glass of beer. 
After taking a 
sip he hands it to the little coon, who also 
takes a drink. 
Christmas Eve the little 
darkey failed to show up. 
They waited 
for him as long as they could, and the 
stage manager sent out men with orders 
to kidnap the first small colored boy they 
could find. 
In a few minutes back they 
both came, each having a prize in tow. 
One of them was selected, and the other 
let go. The one chosen did his act in good 
shape, and when the beer was handed 
him he brought down the house by hang­ 
ing to the glass and drinking down the 
beer as though it was the chance of a life­ 
time. 
A t the Christmas m atinee Mr. 
Hopper kept his hold on the glass. 


FOR RILEY’S SAKE. 
T he following illustrates how closely 
hum or blends with pathos, and also em­ 
phasizes the wide difference of opinion at 
present existing between Bill Nye and 
Jam es W hitcomb Riley. 
Those who have 
attended the seances of these erstwhile 
Dromios have doubtless noticed th at Mr. 
Nye first occupies space in the ozone above 
the footlights. 
One evening in a certain 
town, over whose name we m ight as well 
draw a veil and build a stone wall behind 
the veil, Mr. Nye came gravely down in 
front at the opening of the lecture and 
said : 
“Ladies and gentlemen, M r. R iley is 
greatly distressed just at preseat, and in no 
small degree mortified, owing to the fact 
th at his baggage failed to keep its appoint­ 
m ent in this city. 
In consequence of this 
serio comic predicam ent Mr. Riley thinks 
th at yon will feel hard toward him because 
be is obliged to apirear before you in a 
common, but well-made and stylish busi­ 
ness suit. 
H is tights, spangled trunks and 
diamond-blazing girdle, spike-tail round­ 
about and decollete waistcoat are many, 
many miles in our rear. 
Please excuse 
Mr. Riley, and try and forget when he 
turns on the floodgates of eloquence th at— 
it is not all of life to live nor all of death 
to die. 
I shall remain in full dress all 
the evening, and if you get tired looking 
at Mr. Riley, will step out at any time 
and let you rest your eyes.” 
And all this time R iley’s dress suit was 
in the ante-room, but he was not in a con­ 
dition to warrant a satisfactory change of 
suits, and he went through the lecture the 
best lie could in traveling costume.—St. 
Paul Pioneer Press. 
MODJESKA. 
Mmc. Modjeska, in a reminiscence of 
her debut as an actress at the Im perial 
Theater, W arsaw, says: “A t some time 
more than two decades ago (I trust the 
reader will be courteous not to insist upon 
the precise date) I was living in Bochnia 
with M. Modjeska and my little son, only 
a few months 
old. 
W e 
were poor, 
wretchedly poor. 
But if I remember well, 
poverty did not make me gloomy nor de­ 
spondent. 
A t the lime of our stay in 
Rochnia some misfortune happened, caus­ 
ing the death of several men, who left 
widows and orphans w ithout any means of 
support.” 
T his furnished the occasion of 
her first appearance, which was at a charity 
performance. 
She was seen by M. Che- 
cinski, an actor and author of repute. She 
played in the provinces by his advice, and 
made her debut at the Im perial Theater, 
Warsaw, in 1868. 
WIG WEARERS. 
Three of the most stalw art and athletic 
actors on the stage wear wigs, says the 
Boston Herald. 
Two of them, Barrymore 
and M anteil, have delicate toupees, which 
cover a forehead whose abnormal height is 
detrim ental to beauty. 
The third, De 
W olff Hopper, has a head th at is entirely 
denuded of hair, and he wears a wig for 
general decorative purposes. 
O f the lead­ 
ing men, Barrymore is a perpetual source 
of wonder to his friends. 
H e does not look 
a day more than twenty-eight years of age 
oil’ the stage, and he is the picture of a 
fresh-colored, vivacious and alert college 
athlete. Nevertheless, Mr. Barrymore won 
the first prize in boxing at Oxford College 
in England over twenty years ago. Twenty 
years added to any collegian’s life is apt to 
lift him above twenty-eight years of age. 
Barrymore’s rem arkable youthful appear­ 
ance is attributed to his early athletic 
training and his superb physique. 
Man- 
tell is more apt to pose than any of the 
leading men since Bellew left; but he is a 
big, muscular and powerfully built man. 
In no sense, however, is he an athlete of 
the Ilarryraore stamp. 
AMERICAN SINGERS. 
There was a tim e when it m ight have 
been asked who listens to an American 
singer, but th at tim e has gone by. 
For 
some years past American singers have 
been coming to the fore and have made 
reputations not only at home but abroad. 
The list of American stars is really a for­ 
midable one, both in the concert rooms 
and on the operatic stage. 
One recalls 
not alone the three we have mentioned, but 
Am alia P atti, Carlotta Patti, A nna Louise 
Cary, Clara Louise Kellogg, Miss Thursby, 
M arie L itta, Emma Nevada, M arie Van 
Zandt, Pauline l’Allemand, M innie H ank, 
Mrs. Osgood, Emm a Abbott, A ntoinette 
Sterling, Hope Glenn, Miss Eames, V ir­ 
ginia W hiting, Jules Perkins, Charles R. 
Adams, M yron W hitney, Fred. Packard, 
and others who have [>een abroad and 
made successes both on the lyric and con­ 
cert stage. 
Even our Black Swans and 
Black Toms have astonished Europe. 
WHY 13 IT? 
A question, which is bashfully put for­ 
ward, is : W hy are the legs of stage fair­ 
ies, and of all supernatural beings who ex­ 
h ib it th eir legs, so Taried in color? The 
hue ranges from almost dead-white to deep 
pink, and the variety of yellow is amazing. 
This is a very puzzling m atter for the 
thoughtful mind, and should, if poenble, 
be answered. 
W hy Irishm en upon the 
stage should have red hair, is a question 
th at has been asked times out of number, 
yet the long-expected answer does not ap­ 


pear. 
Lovers, 
on th e board, nearly 
always have curly heads of hair, signify­ 
ing, perhaps, th at dandyism and lovemak- 
ing go hand in hand, which is by no 
means true. 
T hat 
may, however, be 
passed over, but the question that is con­ 
stantly arising about the use of the testy 
parent’s walking-stick is not to be evaded. 
It may safely be asserted th at hundreds of 
the actors who would have utterly failed 
in playing the old men of the old comedies 
have been saved by the fortunate thum p­ 
ing upon the stage of walking sticks, or 
applauded, in lieu of being hissed, by the 
judicious brandishing of the same stick in 
the face of the irritating character w ith 
whom the scene is played, preferably in 
th at of the son of the stick brandisher. 
HE CALLED HIM FATHER. 
The boys are now springing the old 
proverb about it being “a wise child th at 
knows its own father,” upon Marcus Jacobs, 
son of H . R. Jacobs, the theatrical m ana­ 
ger, says the Chicago Herald. 
The occa­

on a few nights ago he made a slip of 
the tongue which, of course, while it is all 
a joke, is creating some fun in circles 
where he travels.

I t is quite likely th at Miss M ary A nder­ 
son’s next tour in America will be a wed­ 
ding tour. 
The Hanlons have an other spectacle in 
course of preparation which will out-fan- 
tasma “Fantasm a.” 
I t seems as if Sunday were becoming the 
principal day for concerts in New York, 
says the Post of th at city. 
Mil locker’s new opera, “Poor Jonathan,” 
is said to be his poorest work. 
The music 
is spoken of as reminiscent. 
The M arquis de Caux, once P atti’s hus­ 
band, was an inveterate whist-plaver and 
seldom lost a game when the stakes were 
high. 
W ilson B arrett is not popular in Chi­ 
cago. 
H e refused to act on Sunday even­ 
ing, although he had a guarantee of §1,000. 
The Chicagoans don’t know what to make 
of such a man. 
Mile. Dore, a popular danseuse of V i­ 
enna, is the first ballet dancer ever known 
to confess to old age. 
She has applied for 
and received a pension on the plea that 
she is too old to dance any more. 
Is it any wonder, then, th at so many 
actors seek to keep themselves up and in 
working trim by the use of stim ulants? 
There are few men on the stage who are 
not compelled to resort to them, more or 
less, and it is greatly to their credit that 
so comparatively few of them go to excess. 
The superstition of actors and actresses 
extends to all the smallest minutire of their 
business, a»d one peculiar fad with many 
of them is to seek out some little, insignif­ 
icant shops, in some unfrequented locali­ 
ties, where they can buy their wigs, their 
footwear, their powder and paint, and so on. 
W illiam G illette contributes an article 
to the current num ber of the New York 
Dramatic Mirror, entitled “ W ill I t L ive?” 
in which he discusses the realism of the 
dramas of the present day and handles 
w ithout gloves those critics who can al­ 
ways tell how to write a play but are never 
able to write one. 
F or the first tim e in over a score of 
years a woman played the role of lago in 
New York February 10th. 
M arie Pres­ 
cott, who is starring with Robert D. Mc­ 
Lean, a young Southern actor, was the 
woman. 
A good-sized audience greeted 
them at the W indsor T heater. 
Miss Pres­ 
cott’s m akeup was very deceiving. 
She 
had her voice well under control, and 
strode like a man. 
Miss A nnie Russell, the young actress, 
who has become quite famous in the im­ 
personation of juvenile roles, has been a 
sufferer since childhood from a painful 
malady. 
R ecently she subm itted to a 
surgical operation of heroic character in 
order to obtain relief. 
Failure on the 
part of the surgeons meant death to the 
patient. 
But they were fully successful, 
and Miss Russeil is now in better health 
than ever before. 
The Miss Russell of 
the stage is Mrs. G. W . Presbury in private 
life. 
Mine. P atti was horn in Spain, but came 
to this country in very early childhood, 
and until she recently established her 
habitat in W ales made America her home. 
It was the scene of all her early trium phs, 
and more than all other countries it has 
witnessed and contributed to th e wonderful 
career th at has placed her a t the head of 
the world’s vocalists since the days of 
Grisi, Perslani and M alibran. 
Mme. N ór­ 
dica is also a full-fledged American, and a 
singer of whom Americans have a right to 
be proud. 
Mme. Albani, like Mme. Patti, 
was not born in the United States, but in 
Canada, which makes her an American. 
She crossed the line when a child, and has 
always belonged here, the adopted child of 
Albany, N. Y. 
Any ODe who has traveled much through 
the country can not fail to have noticed 
the very gorgeous m anner in which many 
cheap shows th at go about on the circuits 
are billed 
Small towns are brilliant with 
big, highly colored posters on fences and 
barns, and the shop windows glow w ith 
handsome lithographs. 
A snap company 
th at is out barn-storming, and th at looks 
upon a hundred-dcllar house as a veritable 
bonanza, bills a town for “Romeo and 
Ju liet,” “The Lady of Lyons” o r “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” in a wav th at its magnifi­ 
cence would put to shame, as in its ex­ 
travagance 
would 
disconcert, the best 
metropolitan combination th at goes out on 
the road. 
To the uninitiated it is hard 
to understand how all th is can be done 
on the small receipts th at such companies 
have. 
But the m anagers of cheap troupes 
or snap companies know their business 
tolerablv well. They understand the won­ 
derful drawing power of showy posters, 
and they know where to get them cheap. 
The theatrical printers are glad to fell 
them second-hand at very low cost, be­ 
cause it h'„s befcn.thrown back upon theii; 
hands as a dear * *v 
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No one who carefully studies the gospel 
narrative can fail to see th at a portion of 
C hrist’s m inistry was strongly controversial, 
and th at some it was severely denuncia­ 
tory. 
Both of these features are due to 
the character of the people, especially 
their ecclesiastical leaders, w ith whom he 
had to deal, and who opposed him and his 
doctrine.

The Watchman (Bapt.) says:

by no means set for the distinctive defence 
of Calvin or of Calvinism, so-called, never 
being specially drawn to espouse any sys­ 
tem of truth which bears upon it a human 
and a personal labeling. 
i3o far as Calvin 
is in agreement w ith Paul— as he 
bo 
largely and so essentially is— we honor 
him and his inculcations. 
I t is alike clear 
and confessed th at the Presbyterian Com­ 
munion in both hemispheres lias become a 
great and a very effective and influential 
body of Christian believers, widely diffu­ 
sive in an evangelizing Gospel, which wins 
and which saves men—chiefly because in 
the past, having done all to stand,.they 
have stood forth steadfastly and valiantly 
in the propaganda of the evangelical sys­ 
tem known as ‘Galvanism.’ 
I t is because 
they have stood thus unswervingly,,for th e 
most part, th a t they have reached and hold 
the high, advanced position of to-day. W ho 
intelligently believes th at by lowering their 
standards of tru th and of doctrine— by ac­ 
commodations of the same to. the specula­ 
tive and unbelieving dem andsofthe times— 
greater victories for the cross are hence­ 
forth to perch npon Presbyterian banners? 
M any are persuaded the reverse would en­ 
sue as widely and disastrously.” 
“T he following letter from th e late Dr. 
Dollinger, though n o t new, w ill have a 
certain interest for th e Protestant world,” 
says th e correspondent of th e London 
lim es at Rome, “as it is believed by his 
friends here th a t it expresses his latest 
views on th e subject of which it treats.”

say what it does not say. 
W e should like 
to know, besides;, w hether Dr. Jo h n H all 
or any other of the em inent men on his 
side of the question would he willing, in 
presence of a congregation of thoughtful 
and discerning men, not members, to quote 
from the Confession on certain points its 
language, as stating w hat he himself actu­ 
ally believes— for exam ple, a» to what is 
term ed ‘reprobation,’ or as to the salvation 
of infaDts. 
Of the vote on revision in the New 
Y ork Presbytery, the Observer (Pres.) says: 
“ W hen the report was first presented, it 
was generally considered moderate and 
conciliatory. 
It made a favorable im ­ 
pression upon many who had no personal 
desire for an amended or remodeled Con­ 
fession. Days of able and honest discussion 
developed so much actual opposition to an 
estrangement from what have ever been 
considered Presbyterian views th at some 
who would have voted for the report came 
to regard it w ith less favor.. 
So many dif­ 
ferent 
influences, however, 
constrained 
members of different views to unite on the 
report th at it will reoeive the vote of a 
considerable majority. 
The vote does not, 
by any means, indicate the num ber of 
those who reject the old views and ex­ 
pressions. 
I t includes all who are w illing 
to modify the Confession, so th at others 
with different views may accept it as the 
expression of their faith. 
From the very 
dawn of this controversy we have m ain­ 
tained th at we wish all confessions of faith 
to be honest at all hazards. 
If the clergy 
have ceased to believe any portion of their 
creed, it is well for them to revise their 
creed, or themselves, or their position. 
One of these three things is essential to 
their usefulness. 
Protestantism loses its 
moral supremacy when it is tolerable for 
its m inistry to profess belief in what they 
are more willing to attack than to defend.’' 
On the question of Sunday observance, 
the Rev. R. S. Sanderson says, in the Church 
Eclectic: “Man is double-sided. H e has 
his physical and psychical appetites and 
desires. 
From the week-day round of toil 
and labor, the level of the physical, the 
truest and most perfect rest is the change 
to the things which pertain-to *-|.e higher 
and more spiritual qualities of ,fS roan. 
It is obviously the duty of the chiirch to 
provide the things herself (so far *s she 
may) and do all that she can to secm v the 
media which will bring this rest an d ’._ 
freshment to man. 
T his thought can be 
carried out in two directions. 
In the first 
direction (as it is related to the ritual in 
our church services) I do not care to go 
now, not because it is unim portant, but be­ 
cause its necessity is lieiug realized, as evi­ 
denced by the general leveling up of serv­ 
ices conducted by all schools of the church. 
But as it bears upon the other question, I 
do desire to commend it to your thoughts 
and attention. 
I say it is the duly of the 
church to provide this psychical refresh­ 
ment to man. 
To this end museums, pub­ 
lic libraries, picture galleries, etc., should 
be opened for certain hours on Sunday 
(say for a part or the whole of the after­ 
noon). 
I don’t imagine for a moment 
th at everybody among wage-workers will 
rush to these places. 
I do not suppose 
th at the opening of a public library will 
necessarily mean the closing up or loss of 
trade for th e saloon. 
B ut I do believe 
that many who are apart from it now will 
come in contact with th at subtle, sensitive 
aroma attaching to the higher, loftier 
world of art and beauty, those m aterial 
suggestiens of refinement 
and culture, 
which for a more fortunate section of so­ 
ciety is the atmosphere of the home and 
the daily life. 
In our dwellings we have 
pictures and books; we are fam iliar with 
bric-a-brac; the artistic taste is cultivated 
in us by our surroundings to a greater or 
less degree.. B ut the great mass of the 
wage-workers have no such influence at 
hom e; they must go out of their homes 
for them. 
Because they have to work 
hard all day, and at night are physically 
too tired to appreciate or enjoy these 
things, the chance should be given to 
them on Sunday. 
To many a soul long­ 
ing for something higher such opportuni­ 
ties m ight prove the John Baptist prepar­ 
ing the way for the Son of God. 
A, .great 
part o f the accomplishmect ot this resirtt 
rests w ith the clergy. 
By w hat they say, 
or leave unsaid, the doors to these places, 
now fast closed on Sundays, will be thrown 
open or rem ain shut. 
I do not believe at 
all th at the church’s work is either wholly 
or chiefly philanthropic. 
H er message is 
to bring the world to the Lam b ot God, 
who taketh away the sin of the world. 
B ut 
I 
do 
believe 
that no 
better 
way 
to 
do 
her work was 
ever 
shown 
to 
the 
church 
than 
the exam ple of Christ Himself. H e healed 
and forgave. 
H e relieved the bodily or 
m ental ailm ent and made th at relief the 
channel of conveying spiritual peace and 
comfort. And to the Church H e lias spoken 
the words, ‘Go thou, and do likewise.’ 
I 
firmlv believe th at the surest way to bring 
the Gospel of C hrist to.bear upon the world 
is through a wise and earnest philan­ 
thropy. 
N or have I any desire to.secular­ 
ize Sunday. 
In many ways I consider the 
reaction irom Puritanism too great, if any­ 
thing. 
B ut I do long for the time when 
Church people can. face all the question* 
connected with this Sunday observance in 
a wise, consistent and earnest fashion. 
And 
w hat 
attitude 
Church 
people 
lake will depend.alm ost entirely upon the 
teaching which the Church, through th e 
m inistry, gives, them . 
Above all, I loog 
for the tim e when the Church everywhere 
is doing everything she can to m ake Sun­ 
day for th e people the queen, of days, 
a 
real festival and holy d ay , a season 
of spiritual refreshm ent 
and rest, one 
in which, every man can take real and 
honest delight— in other words, when it 
shall beoome to a ll our people the day 
the I>oad intended it to be. the -Sen day, 
th at which lightens up and makes bright 
all th o o th e r days.of the week.”

Morever, since the Governm ent 
needs plants for gun-m aking of the heavier 
order, it is wise to place one of them upon 
th e most distant line of the nation from 
th e center of population, where the desired 
product can be turned out as economically 
as at the [topulous East. 
T he bill of Sen 
ator Stanford ought to pass. 
I t appropri­ 
ates $100,000 for the purpose of defraying 
the cost of selecting and securing a proper 
site. 
T he Senate Committee has reported 
favorably upon the measure, and the only 
opposition it is likely to receive will come 
from the lim ited class of obstructionists 
who believe th a t there is no need to pre­ 
pare for any assault from abroad; th at in 
case ships and ordnance are needed, the 
country can produce them to meet the ne­ 
cessity. 
But such views are not m aintained 
by those who have given Statecraft any 
considerable 
consideration. 
A peaceful 
and peace-loving nation should neverthe­ 
less be prepared at a moment’s notice to 
become aggressive, if need be. 
I t is not 
necessary th at we should have a large 
standing army, nor a naval force of im ­ 
mense proportions, but we do need to pos­ 
sess means for responding w ith promptness 
and effectiveness to assault upon our shores 
or our honor at home or abroad. 
The 
greatest end of statesm anship is to prevent 
war, to conserve peace, and render large 
armies unnecessary, but this does not mean 
the neglect to outfit ourselves in a way 
th at will enable us with speed to equip 
ships of war and aim great forces when oc­ 
casion demands.

T he press of the State 
generally has warm ly commended the sug­ 
gestion, and action has already been taken 
in the m atter in several counties. 
Super­ 
intendent H oitt lias received official infor­ 
mation th at the following dates have been 
selected in these counties: Fresno, Febru­ 
ary 28th; Kern, M arch 7th; Lake, M arch 
7th; M onterey, M arch 28th; San Benito, 
M arch 7th; San Bernardino, A pril 7th, 
Yolo, February 28th. 
It is to be hoped that in every county a 
date will be fixed upon, and th at the chil 
dren will he given clear information of the 
purpose of Arbor Days, and the value of 
forestry to the State and the nation. 
It is 
a subject th at is full of interest, and which 
the juvenile mind will readily grasp and 
adhere to. 
There is no difficulty in ex­ 
citing and m aintaining enthusiasm among 
school-children regarding tree-planting and 
the care of trees given to th eir keeping 
W hat is now needed is a plain, brief com­ 
pilation of the literature of the subject, 
prepared especially for reading by chil­ 
dren. 
It is also essential th at young trees 
shall be supplied them to plant and care 
for until m aturity of the tree is obtained. 
Doubtless there are scores of public- 
spirited citizens who will furnish the neces­ 
sary tree plants for the Arbor Days of the 
schools. 
I t is said that two or three such 
in San Francisco and vicinity have offered 
to 
furnish 
several 
thousand 
tree 
plants for this purpose, and certainly in 
every 
county 
there 
will 
develop 
a liberal spirit of the same order. 
Surely 
we ought to he able to interest fifty or 
sixty thousand children in the subject, and

By the weight system, the deafer 
knows ju st w hat lie is m aking and the 
purchaser ju st what amount of food he is 
buying.

couraging the spirit of forestry and foster­ 
ing the Arbor Day celebrations. 
Let us 
hope th at a sim ilar interest will develop 
in California, and th at this branch of 
natural history will become exceedingly 
fam iliar to ail the people, and enlist their 
active sym pathies and co-operation.

K IN WHO GUIDED THE LOCAL DEMOC 
BACY IN EAELY DAYS. 


“ Caxton'g” S ea so n s for H is A dm iration 
o f Sacram ento—A L ively D ebate 


—L ocal Incidents. 


In one of his earlier articles on Sacra* 
m en to, when San Francisco, Oakland and 
other places were bidding for the State 
Capital, “C'axton” (W . H . Rhodes) wrote 
as follow s: 
“In point of convenient loca­ 
tion, of accessibility to al! parts of the 
State, it (the city of Sacram ento) never did 
have a rival. 
In public spirit, in rehned 
society, in ihriftinesa, in beaatv, in taste, it 
Will be m any years before it hes an equal. 
I t was fitting th at the town which grew 
upon the site of Sutter’s old fort—the 
pioneer spot of W estern civilization — 
should have been honored by being selected 
as the place for locating the State Capital. 
It was justice th at the city which built the 
first link in the Pacific Railroad [from 
here to Folsom] should have that honor. 
No better spot could have been chosen 
th an 
th at 
which 
is, par emince, 
the 
garden of the State; w hich is radiant with 
the sweetest of flowers, rejoices in the 
m ost genial ciim ate, and is the storehouse 
o f the m ost luscious fruits and the most 
valuable products. Four-fifths of the gold 
w hich sem i-m onthly leaves in m illions for 
the A tlantic States passes through Sacra­ 
m en to ; 
m ore than one-half the grains, 
seeds and m elons, the vegetables and fruits 
w hich find a m arket in the metropolis, are 
grow upon the banks of the Sacramento 
river and its tributaries; 
while at least 
tw o-thirds of the entire population of the 
State have m ade their hom es along that 
stream and its various branches. W e love 
Sacram ento. 
Its beautiful situation en­ 
chants the stranger, and binds the citizen 
strongly to his hom e. The swiftly-flowing 
river that sweeps past its doors, bearing 
upon its bosom argosies richer than the 
galleons of Venice or the navies of old 
T yre ever bore; 
the Snowy Sierra range, 
w hich lifts its cioud-crowned sum m its into 
the skies, in the blue distance ; the flower- 
carpeted plains that stretch far away in 
every direction, w ith 
their picturesque 
farm -houses, and verdure and herds of 
cattle—all offer to the eye and the im agi­ 
nation a succession of natural beauties of 
landscape seldom equaled and never sur­ 
passed.” 
An interesting debate took place in 
the Assembly on the 16:h of February 
(1860) over the bill to pay some $70,000 ex­ 
penses alleged to have been incurred in 
Genera! Kibbe’s famous Indian "w ar” in 
H um boldt and T eham a counties. 
Con­ 
flicting accounts of that campaign had 
been published, and there was reason to be­ 
lieve that the poor Indians had been made 
th e victim s of somebody’s avarice. The 
debate on the bill drew out some of the 
strongest m en in the Assembly—Conness, 
Johnson, Stevenson, W elty (of Sacram en­ 
to), Fairchild, Rogers, Laspeyre, Starr (of 
Sacram ento), and 
others. 
W elty 
was 
am ong the m ost earnest advocates of the 
bill, and Conness led the opposition thereto, 
speaking for several hours on the subject.

T he bill was on the following day in­ 
definitely postponed by a vote of 84 to 26. 
There were about 800 men staking 
olí quicksilver claims in the vicinity of 
M ount St Helena, at the head of Napa val­ 
ley, ana the m ining fever was running over 
th at way. B ut two or three of the mines, 
however, ever am ounted to anything, the 
best of which has been the Knoxville. The 
original stock in that iniDe—which subse­ 
quently became worth a thousand dollars 
a share and enriched the few who did not 
part with theirs too early—was owned by 
Napaites, but m ost of it subsequently fell 
into the hands of 8au Francisco capitalists 
at nom inal figures, who developed the 
m ine and made great fortunes. W hen first 
issued the stock was given away freely in 
Napa. 
Richard T. Montgomery, editor of 
the Napa Reporter at that time, and who 
was one of the incorporators, distributed 
about half of his thirty shares among his 
employes one day while in a generous 
m ood, and the boys disposed of it lor al­ 
m ost nothing.

I coart costumes of the time of the first N a­ 
poleon, a Boston paper took the trouble to 
look up the m atter, and described the dress 
as follow s: “It consisted of a loose m uslin 
robe, drawn up and festooned at the right 
knee so as to show most of the lim b. The 
robe passed under the left breast, which 
was left uncovered, and fastened under the 
left hip. Both arm s were bare from the 
shoulders and encumbered only with brace­ 
lets.” 
The effect was said to be extremely 
striking. 
The Birch & M urphy m instrel 
troupe opened a season in Sacramento on 
the 21st of February, 1860.

Birch and M urphy are still on the stage, 
the latter, however, having discarded the 
burnt-cork business. 
H enry Blotler, a Swiss, committed 
snicideat Farm ers’ Diggings, on the A m eri­ 
can river, on the 19th of February, 1860. He 
first asked a companion, nam ed John 
Heyer, to shoot him , but H eyer refused to 
accommodate him and took a shotgun 
from Blotler, whereupon the latter went to 
the cellar beneath their cabin and put some 
poison in a glass of wine and drank it. 
H ugh Dully brought to town the news of 
the suicide. 
The work of transform ing 
the 
Court-house, on the corner of Seventh and 
K streets, into the Capital Hotel, then 
owned by Mr. Toll, had just been com­ 
menced. 
Large additions of late years 
have been made to the building bv its 
present owners, Messrs. Blessing & G uth­ 
rie, who have laid out about $40,000 in im ­ 
provements thereon. 
On the 19th of February C. P. 
Richardson cf W isconsin 
H ill, 
Placer 
county, was attacked by four men on the 
Yankee Jim ’s road, abont 9 o'clock at 
night, and robbed of $1,070. 
He made a 
desperate resistance and was shot through 
the hand, but returned the 
fire, and 
thought he shot one of the robbers, but, if 
so, the latter got away. 
G F. Brown and Richard Barnes, 
of Yolo, who were witnesses in a case on 
trial in this city, had an altercation in M. 
J. McDonald's store. Brown fired a shot 
at Barnes while they were struggling, but 
missed him and nearly hit a clerk in the 
store. 
Barnes 
then severely 
punished 
Brown, after which they “made up” and 
became friends again. 
Petler Lundberg was convicted on 
the 17th of February of the m urder of 
Peter Rittz. The crim e was a cold-blooded 
case of assassination, and was committed 
near the Pioneer Mill on the I6th ot the 
preceding m onth. 
A petrified yeliow-jacket, or hornet, 
was dug from the earth near San Andidas, 
Calaveras county, a hundred feet below the 
surface, and between the two rim s or banks 
of the “old river” channel. 
On the night of February 21st, J. 
Lyon, a produce dealer on J street near 
Sixth, was knocked down on Seventh 
street, between O and P, by three men, 
robbed and brutally beaten. 
An Act providing for the construc­ 
tion of a State Capitol building, was intro­ 
duced in the Assembly on the 20th of Feb­ 
ruary, 1860, by Mr. Conness, of E l Dorado. 
It was the custom then iu this city 
to ring the fire-alarm and ail the church 
bells at morniDg, noon and night on W ash­ 
ington’s Birthday. 


ALL SERENE AGAIN. 


T he Storm Q uieted and Trains B anning 
on Schedale Tim e Once More, 
M atters have assumed tbeir norm al con­ 
dition on the line of the Central Pacific 
through the snow belt, ana to-day all trains 
will be running on schedule time. 
East and west-bonnd 
trains 
passed 
through this city yesterday and la9t night, 
but not on schedule time. 
At last accounts last night a light snow 
waB falliDg east of Sum m it, but the ther­ 
m ometer stood at som ething like 23° below 
zero, aod the indications were that the 
storm was over. 
Division Superintendent J. B. W right re­ 
turned, tired and worn out, last night from 
Truckee, where he has been directing oper­ 
ations during the recent blockade. 
A new rotary plow will arrive at Truckee 
this morniDg from the East and will re­ 
m ain there tem porarily. It is an exact 
counterpart of the worthy little machine 
which did such noble work daring both of 
the blockades. It is probable that both of 
the rotaries will shortly be stationed be­ 
tween Em igrant Gap and Alta, bat it ha3 
□ot been 
definitely decided 
npon yet. 
W ith these two formidable m achines, the 
cyclone, and the several push-plows, the 
railroad people feel confident that they can 
now handle most any storm —or at least 
keep the road open. 


MOUNTAINS OF SNOW. 


B ridges and H ouses Crushed In th e H ills 
E ast o f P lacerville. 
Conductor H enry Johnson of the Placer­ 
ville Railroad states that a man arrived in 
that town yesterday from Lake valley (the 
Tahoe region) on snow-shoes. 
He says the 
oldest inhabitant never saw such m ount­ 
ains of snow as there now are in that re­ 
gion. 
In some places it is twenty feet deep, 
and in Straw berry valley, where but a few 
feet usually falls, there is now eight feet 
of “ the beautiful” on a level. 
In the vicinity of Dick Johnson’s place, 
forty miles east of Placerville, the weight 
of snow has been snch as to crush in build­ 
ings and even bridges along the road lead­ 
ing to Carson. 
It is by all odds the worst winter ever ex­ 
perienced in the 
Sierra Nevada range 
w ithin the knowledge of white men now 
there, though doubtless there have been 
years in the dim past when the snow de­ 
posits were quite as heavy. 
It has been 
related that old “Snow-shoe” Thompson, 
who carried the mails between Placerville 
and Carson City, used to make his camp at 
night among the tops ot pice trees in the 
heart of the Sierras, thirty feet above the 
ground, and the sum m er tourist can yet 
see the m arks of his hatchet among the 
tree-tops, where be cut fuel for his fires. 
Yesterday several inches of snow fell at 
Placerville, and the storm extended down 
to Latrobe.

RECORDS BROKEN. 


THE PRESENT WINTER ENTITLED TO 
THE RAINFALL CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The F am ous W inters o f 1849 and 1803 
M ust Now R etire -H iram A rents’ 


Com parison. 


T hat the winter of 1889-90 has been a re­ 
m arkable one so far nobody needs to be 
told. The “oldest inhabitant” has fre­ 
quently been appealed to for a comparison, 
but he has invariably dodged the question. 
Old forty-niners are loth to adm it that 
anything ever eclipsed the great w inter of 
1849-50 as regards severity and some have 
even gone so far as to proclaim that the pres 
ent winter has been a “picnic” when com­ 
pared with that which greeted them npon 
their arrival in the land of gold. “There 
has never been anything like it and never 
will be” is their usual declaration. There 
has been m nch discussion on the subject, 
but noDe of a substantial natnre, owing to 
the absence of statistics. 
The R kcord-Un io n, with a view to set­ 
tling this im portant m atter, prevailed npon 
H iram Areuts, a well-known forty-niner, 
formerly of Sacramento, but at present a 
resident of Oroville, to throw some light 
upon the subject. Mr. Arents has a pen­ 
chant for old records of all kinds, and 
probably is one of the best posted men on 
California history alive to-day. 
H e is 
well known in this city and his compari­ 
sons of the two winters will be read with 
interest, particularly by the old-timers. 
THE FALL OP '49. 
“ I had been m ining,” says Mr. Arents, 
“early in the fall of ’49 at Reading Springs, 
afterwurds called Shasta, and also on Clear 
creek twelve miles above its junction with 
the Sacramento river, at a place which our 
party named Muletown, after a favorite 
pack-m ule we lost by falling from a high 
bank down among the rocks below, break­ 
ing his neck. 
Poor ‘Dirty-face Jack !’ 
(that was the nam e we gave him ). 
We 
have erected a m onum ent to your memory 
and your innocent race in nam ing the 
town after you I 
It was here th at I was 
prostrated w ith typhus fever. 
No physi­ 
cians were here to prescribe ior the sick, 
and no nourishm ent suitable for invalids 
could be obtained; nothing bnt a m iner’s 
hearty diet—pork and beans and slapjacks. 
Daily my symptoms grew worse and worse. 
Finally my brother concluded to gst me 
out ot this, and if possible down to Sacra­ 
m ento. I was carried most of the way 
down the canyon, twelve miles, reaching 
the trading post at the junction of the Sac­ 
ram ento river and Clear creek. This was a^> 
canvas town of stores, where provisions and 
m iner's supplies could be bought for Read­ 
ing Springs aDd other mines. It was on 
the 25th of October when we reached this 
place. 
My brother engaged passage for me 
and my sick partner of an ox-teamster to 
Sacramento, paying him four ounces of 
gold dust for the use of his wagon. Oa the 
m orning of October 26:h we started slowly 
down the valley for Sacramento, camping 
the first night some distance below Cotton­ 
wood creek. 
“Before leaving camp the next m orning 
(the 27tb) the first rain of '49 set in and 
continued to fall in torrents, with scarcely 
an interm ission, during the next four days. 
On the fifth day out the clonds dispersed, 
the sun shone brightly and clearly. We 
had camped that night on the north side of 
Sycamore slough. The water in the same 
was about two feet deep, and it required 
the united efforts of the thirteen yoke of 
oxen to haul each wagon through the 
m ud and water to the south bank. 
In 
polling the last wagon over one of the hind 
wheels broke, and the teamsters came to a 
halt for the day to repair damages. They 
gathered logs and brush and started a rous­ 
ing fire. The sick were removed from the 
wagons, placed near the fire to warm and 
dry their clothes. 
It wes late in the after­ 
noon when the damage was repaired and 
everything put in readiness for a start next 
morniDg. 
W hen night set in the sky was 
covered with clouds. 
Rain followed and 
continued with severity all night. Next 
m orning (November 2d) we started on onr 
slow journey. 
Before reaching Nye’s 
ranch the bottom of the roads had fallen 
out. 
If the oxen shied one foot out of the 
beaten track they would sink to tbeir knees 
and the wagon wheels would m ire down to 
the hnbs. 
Rain continned to come down 
softening the ground, and consequently our 
travel was slow. 
“ It was late in the afternoon of November 
4th when we reached the I-atreet ferry on 
the Yolo side of the Sacramento river— 
eight days on the road front the trading 
post at the junction of Clear creek and the 
Sacramento river. I was lifted from the 
ox wagon, carried to the ferryboat aud 
across the river to my tent, on lot No. 26 of 
Slater’s addition to Sacramento City. 
We 
had bonght this lot in July, ’49, from Peter 
Slater, one of the old Territorial pioneers, 
and a personal friend of Captain John A. 
Sutter. The location of this lot is now 
occupied by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany’s shops. It fronted on Jibboom street, 
directly oppi site the site of the first Yolo 
bridge built across the Sacramento river. 
W hen we left Sacramento on our trip north 
to Reading Springs, the ferry landing was 
then opposite to our lot, but some time 
after we started up north it was moved to 
the foot of I street. 
THE RIVER ROSE. 
“The eight days shaking np in that dead- 
ax wagon caused a relapse in m y sickness. 
I h ive no recollection of the rainfall in No­ 
vember until nearly the close of that 
m onth, bat remember hearing m y brother 
say: 
‘The river is bank full; if the rain 
continues much longer I will have to re­ 
move you to some safer place.’ The rain 
ceased falling and there were eight or ten 
days of clear, warm weather before No­ 
vember closed. The rivers ran down, as 
there was then very little snow in the 
m ountains to feed them . December was 
ushered in with a cold rain-storm , which 
continued day and night, but occasion­ 
ally the sun would break through the 
clouds and shine for a few hours, then be­ 
come obscured and rain would fall again. 
Rain, rain, rain I 
As the m onth was 
slowly passing away it became awfully mo­ 
notonous while I lay in m y bunk listening 
to it failing on the tent; and this was the 
result of my watchfulness, and the im pres­ 
sion it m ade on my memory never has been 
obliterated. 
‘ I concluded to notice how m any days it 
would miss raining daring the m o n th ; the 
result W8S that not a single twenty-four 
hours the entire m onth of the thirty-one days 
did we miss a down p o u ro ralig h t sprinkle 
of rain. On the 31st, ibe m onth closed 
with a fierce gale of wind and a rain-storm . 
Our tent was blown down. This storm 
continued some days in January, piling up 
the snow in the m ountains and driving the 
miners back to Sacramento. Finally the 
weather moderated and warm rains con­ 
tinued to fall, rapidly m elting the anow 
and reaching well up to the higher points 
in the m ountains. The rivers were rising 
very fast. The American was discharging 
imm ense volumes of water, reaching across 
to the Yolo bank and backing up the Sac 
ram ento som miles. No one anticipated 
such a ireshet as followed, and conse­ 
quently vriy little preparation was made 
tor the'disaster that followed. 
“ It was 9 P . M . of January, 1S50, when 
the surging waters were heard breaking 
over the banks fronting the city. The 
sound was like breakers rolling on the sea­ 
shore. Im m ediately the cry went forth: 
•Tjie river has broken over the embarcadaro 
and is rushing into the city !’ 
“ Little time was given the people in the 
C'ty of tents to place their goods in safety. 
Ly 2 a . m . the waters of the Sacramento 
and American rivers bad found their level 
over the city from two to six feet deep. 
‘ The w inter of '49 was a severe one. 
Pioneers who went through the same will 
D e v e r forget the privations and sufferings 
they endured; particularly the m iniog class. 
Forty niners don’t like to adm it that there 
has been a freshet in the past 40 years—not 
excepting 1852 or 1862—equal to the one in 
’49, or as much rainfall in the valley, or 
scow in the m ountains, as during that 
m em orable 
winter, particularly in the 
m onth of December. The winters of 1849 
and 1889 have been nearly alike—the latter 
most severe of the two. 
More rain fell iu 
October and December 1889, and more in 
November, 1849. 
But should February 
and March of this year be sim ilar to the 
same m onths of 1850, then the fall apd 
w inter m onths o f both will be nearer alike 
in severity than any other two seasons in 
the past 40 years. 


T H E CITY FLOODED. 
“February, 1849, was one of sunshine, 
warm and pleasant until near its close— 
about the 26th— and from th at date until 
the m iddle of M arch was almost a con­ 
tinuation of storms. Snow fell in im ­ 
mense quantities in the m ountains and 
very low down in the foothills. W m. H . 
Tvack, who came to this State w ith me, 
had a claim at Georgetown, E l Dorado 
county. H e was driven cut of his claim 


by the snow, returned to Sacramento, and 
reported t tat the fall there was from eight 
to ten feep deep. This 9torm was followed 
bv clear weather and hot sun. The freshly- 
fallen soft snow melted rapidly, and by 
the 10th of April the greatest ‘spring freshet 
followed that I have seen in forty years, 
ily store, on Slater's Addition, was set np 
two feet above the ground, but the waters 
of the Sacramento and American rivers 
day after day kept rising, until they reached 
the under side of m y counter. Outside of 
the store it was four feet deep. 
Had it not 
been for the perseverance and energy of J. 
R. Hardenburg, Sacramento would have 
been completely submerged. 
W ith not less 
than 500 men, arm ed with picks, shovels 
and sacks of sand, every low piece atound 
the city was carefully watched, and tempo­ 
rary levees were throw n up. This con­ 
tinued some days and nights. H e saved 
the city from a complete submersion that 
year. 
The past six years I have been the vol 
unteer signal observer for this section of 
California. My rain gauge is the same as 
is used at the regalar stations and is 
authentic. 
I have no record of my own to 
compare the daily or m onthly rainfall for 
October, November, December, 1849, and 
January, 1850, with the same m ouths of 
1889 and 1890, but through the kind­ 
ness ot Thom as Tennent, of San Francisco. 
I have been allowed to take rain statistics 
from ’49 records that cover these m onths. 
Thom as Tennent has the only correct rain­ 
fall record for 1849 and 1850 in this State. 
H e arrived in San Francisco early in the 
sum m er o f '49, commenced his record with 
the first rainfall in October and ha3 a daily, 
m onthly and annual record up to the pres­ 
ent date. 
I have already stated that the 
first rainfall in '49 commenced October 27th. 


RECORDS OOMPARED. 
“Mr. Tennent’s record shows that about 
the sam e tim e the rain set in in San F ran­ 
cisco. H e says it rained in October three 
days with a precipitation of 3.14 inches. In 
Oroville in October, 1889. it rained for 
twelve days, with a fall of 7 41 inches. In 
November, 1849, at San Francisco, it rained 
eight davs, witfi 8 66 iDches, and in Oro- 
ville in ’November, 1889, it rained seven 
davs with 4.89 inches. I have also stated 
that in Sacramento iu 1849 it rained or 
sprinkled in every twenty-four hours in the 
m onth of December. According to Mr. 
Tennent’s record we had more rainfall in 
Sacram ento then than they had in San 
Francisco. The following is Mr. Tennent's 
daily record tor December, 1849: The first 
rain was on the 3d, with .45 of an inch; on 
the 11th tbeie was 1.30 inches; the 12th, 84; 
the 13th, .15; the 16th, .34; the 17th, .05; 
the 18tb, .22; the 19th, 1 21; the 20th, .37; 
the 21st, 54; the 26th, .41; the 31st, .32 
The total raiDlall was 6.20 inches. 
Mr. 
Tennent says it rained for fifteen days in 
January, 1850, with a rainfall of 8.34. 
This makes the rainfall for the season of 
1849 50 to February 1st, 26.34. 
My record 
of the rainfall for the season of 1889 90 to 
February 
1st 
is 
3519 inches. 
The 
excess for this season to that date is there­ 
for 8 85 inches. 
Mr. Tennent says that up 
to this date the season of 1861 and 1862 
goes ahead of this season, and it is the only 
one. Up to the end of January, 1862, we 
had 38 02 inches of rain, and in January 
24 36 inches. 
More rain fell during the 
season of 1861 62 in San Francisco, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Tennent’s record, to January 
31st, than in any other season sitce the gold 
discoveries. 
A dm itting this to be a fact, it 
does not prove that w inter the most dis­ 
agreeable, long and tedions rain on record. 
It will be noticed that nearly two-thirds 
of the rainfall that season was in Ja n u ­ 
ary, 1862. and the total rainfall for the sea­ 
son to February 1st, was 38 02. Now sub­ 
tract 24 36 from the total to that date and 
there rem ains a rainfall to that date, Jan ­ 
uary 1st, of 13 66. 
“Now let us see how 1849 and 1889 com­ 
pare with this season. In 1849 50 the rain­ 
fall from October to February 1st. was 26.36, 
and the rainfall in January was 8 34. Sub­ 
tract this Irom the total and there remains 
for the season to December 1st, 18.02. The 
rainfall for 1889 90 from October to Febru­ 
ary 1st, wss 35.32, and in January the rain­ 
fall was 9.52. 
Subtract this from the total 
and there would remain for the season, to 
December 31et, 25 50. As these statem ents 
are from authentic records, they prove the 
fall aud winter of 1849 and 1889 were longer, 
m ore severe and disagreeable than the win­ 
ter of 1861, and that 1889 was the worst 
w inter in the past forty years. 


AT THE" SHOPS. 


A ll tlie D epartm ents F ull o f W ork —A 
H ara Season on R olling M aterial. 
Business in the railroad shops in this 
city is resum ing its old-time briskness, and 
the din and noise throughout the m any 
departm ents gives evidence that a great 
deal of work is being done. In the boiler, 
shop a large num ber of men are kept busy 
repairing old boilers and building new 
ones. The big trip-ham m ers are working 
constantly, turning into ingots the pile of 
waste material. 
Every track in the round-house is occu­ 
pied, and scores of m achinists are busily 
engaged in repairing and making as good 
as new again the disabled locomotives 
which have been battered up during the 
snow blockade. 
Some, of the big engines 
are complete wrecks, but will be as good as 
new when again turned out of the shops. 
New drivers are needed on some, pilots on 
others, cabs on a few, and m any need to be 
entirely taken apart and thoroughly over­ 
hauled. There are eight, ten aDd twelve- 
wheelers, together with one or two “ hog” 
engines in the shop, and, judging from tlie 
appearance of some o f them , it will be 
some tim e before they are ready for service 
again. 
In all, there are eighteen locomotives in 
the shop, and many more are waiting their 
turn to be overhauled. Hence there will 
be no luck of wotk in that departm ent for 
a iong time. 
In the car-sbop six new and elegant 
baggage-cars are being built, and many 
carpenters are being employed on them . 
Several other coaches are undergoing re­ 
pairs, and the foreman says he believes 
work will continue to be brisk for some 
tim e to come. 
In the paint-shop, eight handsome P ull­ 
man paiace sleeping coaches are being 
upholstered and painted, and some of these 
cars are the most elegant in the set vice of 
the Company. 
They are the W anona. 
Santa Maria, San Andreas, Mariposa, Cor­ 
dero, Buena Vista, Roseburg and San 
M aito, and when they are again ready for 
the road they will be beautiful in appear­ 
ance, as well as affording every possible 
comfort and luxury for travelers. 
Senator Stanford’s fine palace hor?e-car, 
Palo Alto No. 2, is also in the paint-shop, 
and work on it is nearly finished. On the 
sides of each of the stalls are five leather 
cushions, to insure comfort and perfect 
safety to the valuable anim als that are 
to occupy them on the railroad. 


COY AGAIN. 


Ho Now B rings Suit A gainst tlie Central 
Street R ailw ay Com pany. 
Suit has been commeuced iu the San 
Francisco Superior Court by F . H . Coy 
against the Central Street Railw ay Com­ 
pany of this city. 
Coy is the person who figured in a squab­ 
ble with Superintendent 
Plant of the 
street car company several m onths ago 
on account ot 'h e latler’s alleged attentions 
to Coy's wife. Coy wes a conductor on the 
road and was discharged by P lant and 
went to San Francisco. 
The present suit is for $-4,500, based upon 
the recently-passed law imposing a penalty 
of $50 a day upon corporations which com ­ 
pel their employes to labor more than 
twelve hours a day.

H ow a D ashing Runaway W ife Eluded 
H er Husband iu This City—The

Society circles have been considerably 
stirred in Galt during the past two weeks 
over a sensational runaway m atch. The 
belle of the town, a youDg m arried lady, 
tired of her boy husband and skipped out 
with a drum m er. Drum m ers are danger­ 
ous in more ways than one, and when it 
comes to m aking love on short notice they 
get there on time, and an engagement or an 
elopement is generally planned w ithin half 
an hour. They have become known for 
their boldness, and the opposite sex as a 
rule concede that an introduction to a 
“ traveling m an" is unnecessary, and the 
“m ash” of a drum m er is usually ac­ 
cepted as a m atter of course and no excep­ 
tions taken.

SUPPOSED ‘ CONFEDERATES." 


Two More M en A rrested as C onfederates 
of W ilson. 
A lthough the man who gave his nam e 
as AL W ilson, and who was arrested for 
passiDg a $20 Confederate bill on a restnu- 
rant-keeper, still lay in jail, the police yes­ 
terday learned that the business was still 
being conducted by two or three other 
parties, and officers Carroll, Rider and 
Agner started out in search of them . 
Officer Carroll learned from some boys 
that two men hsd been Been entering a 
num ber of places, and he went to a saloon 
at Front and K streets, aud asked the pro­ 
prietor if certain persons had been there, 
giving tbeir descriptions. 
“ Aw, vat yer vas gifl'n m e?” replied the 
proprietor contem ptuously. "D id you vas 
'spoae I runs a photergraf gal'ry, und dates 
bicture ofe all der m en's vat goomcs ois 
biace in?” 
The officer could get no satisfactory re­ 
ply from the man and visited other places. 
I t ' waa learned that attempts bad been 
made to pass the bogus money at Front 
and Q streets. Sixth and E and the grocery 
store at Twelfth and P streets. 
After 9ev- 
eral hours' search the officers found in a 
dance-hall two men w ho answered the de­ 
scription of some of the party they were in 
quest of and arres’ed them . 
1 hey gave 
the names of J. D. Gibson and Daniel Da­ 
vid Thurston. 
B o'h are strangers here 
and adm itted having been "ruuning" to­ 
gether during tbeir brief stay in the city. 
N othing was found on their persons. 
The officers had no more than got their 
prisoners to the police station, when the 
saloon proprietor above teferred to rushed 
in alm ost out of breath, and waving aloft a 
$5 Confederate bill shouted: 
‘ Say! bolicemans 1 I vcs robbed I 
Von 
rascal goomes m ine place to, und gets a 
trink, und gifs m e dot pill fcr fife tollaiy. 


und I gifes ‘im pack der change in goot 
money!” 
W ithout stopping to ask him if he had 
taken the fellow's photograph, the officers 
brought the prisoners before him . 
He 
thought one of them might be the man 
who several hours before had passed the 
bogus bill on him , but could not positively 
identify him . 
It is thought that several persons have 
been victim zed by the gang who are work­ 
ing this change robbery, but that they are 
ashamed to own up to it. One lady, who 
was tem porarily in charge of a grocery 
store, would have changed one of the bills, 
but found she did not have the requisite 
sum in silver. 
The bill passed upon the Front street 
saloon-keeper had been blurred so that the 
words “Confederate Slates of America” 
were scarcely distinguishable, still no per­ 
son familiar with the appearance of Uncle 
Sam ’s paper money should be deceived by 
these Confederate bills.

Again Donahue got away and struck out 
in the direction of E lk Grove, only a few 
miles dislant, but wandered about all Dight, 
and was found yesterday m orning w ithin 
half a mile of the place from which he 
started. 
He was recaptured and taken to 
E lk Grove, but it being a legal holiday, he 
could not be exam ined in the Justice's 
Court, hence he was brought here for safe­ 
keeping until to-morrow, when he will be 
taken back fcr exam ination on the charge 
named.

Sol Sm ith Russell had a larger house at 
the Metropolitan Theater last night than 
has been drawn by any theatrical enter­ 
tainm ent for two years. It was a larger 
house than the Booth-Barrett combination 
drew. Standing room was at a premium , 
and several ladies underwent the fatigne of 
standing up the entire eveniDg. so gieat 
was the desire to witness the performance. 
It was a tribute to Mr. Russell’s ait and to 
his reputation as an exam plar in his pro­ 
fession. 
“A Poor Relation” was played 
with its original neatness aDd effectiveness, 
and though the larger num ber of those in 
the audience saw Mr. Russell in the same 
character less thaD a year ago, the interest 
in the piece appeared to be not at all d i­ 
m inished. 
It is a clever comedy, a well- 
told and probable story, and full of hnrnan 
interest. 
Russell’s art lies in his natural­ 
ness, in the apparent absence of effort, in 
his gentle m anner, the rem arkable power 
he possesses in facial expression. 
Another 
secret of his success is that he never plays 
to the audience; his whole attention is 
given to the stage, aud the spectator at no 
time is offended by address to them until 
the story is told and the brief epilogue is 
spoken. 
A mistake, that perhaps a m a­ 
jority of dram atic writers aud actors make, 
is in addressing the audiences, either in 
“ asides,” “soliloquies” or lines addressed 
to the auditors. True art ignores the spec- 
ator entirely and devotes itself wholly to 
the play ; it no more takes the auditor iDto 
confidence than does a picture; the story 
of the dram a is best told by and between 
the characters represented, and these char­ 
acters in the true play never address the 
lookers-on. 
Russell’s “Poor Relation” is a 
clean play, full of hum or, warmed by some 
rare touches of pathcs, and is a story of 
gentleness, hum an sym pathy, sincere af­ 
fection, altogether lovely. 
Mr. Russell’s 
support is thoroughly good. The piece 
will be repeated this evening.

A P lea for th e F an n ers' Sons—They are 
H andicapped by a Lack of 


Proper O pportunf.les. 


Much is beiDg said aud written abont the 
growing evils of intem perance and gam ­ 
bling among our youcg men. The church 
people and the prohibitionists are very 
enthusiastic in their work, and think they 
are doing m nch good; and, whiie I would 
not underrate their influence for good, I 
hardly think they are pursuing just the 
right course to draw young men from the 
saloons. 
By the way, I will say I am 
writing more particularly of ycung men 
who live in and near the couniry villages. 
For those who live in the cities ample pro­ 
vision is m ade for their pleasure and com 
fort, but in the little village there are no 
libraries, no readiDg-room9, no place but 
the saloon. 
I do not believe our young 
m en 
are 
naturally 
bad; 
they 
only 
want amusem ent aud companionship, and 
they naturally gravitate towards the sa­ 
loon, because they find company. 
To prove that the m ejority of them only 
visit saloons for the tack of som ething 
better to do, let an entertainm ent be given 
at one ot the country school houses and it 
will be packed nutil there is not standing 
room. In the first place, I think if the 
pruhibitionists would come down from the 
radical position they have taken, be a littie 
more conservative 
aud meet the high 
license people half way, it would go a great 
way toward settling the temperance ques­ 
tion. For with high license, half or more 
of the country saloons would be closed. 
Another tbiDg the temperance people 
can do, if they are really in earnest in their 
work is ihiB: The Good Tem plars employ 
a lecturer at a considerable salary, and I 
suppose other temperance societies do the 
same. 
If that money could bs expended 
in esrablishing free wateriDg-piaces along 
the country roads, it would do more good 
than all the temperance lectuie3 delivered 
in a year. A m an driving aloDg a country 
road with a pair of horses—or perhaps 
more, if he has a heavy load—stops in 
front of a saloon to water his team. 
He 
knows that the water is there for the benefit 
oi travelers, and that they are expected to 
pay for it, and the only way to do so is to 
go in and buy a glass of beer, or perhaps 
something stronger. 
In all probability, 
the m an does not care for it, and would be 
just as well satisfied with a drink of water, 
perhaps. B ut he teels he owes something 
to the m an who has put the watering- 
trough there and keeps it filled. I know of 
one saloon at least, that has been out and 
injured by being too near a free watering- 
place. And if the church people wish to 
benefit the rising generation—those of the 
country places, I mean—they can easily do 
so. 
I ant well aware that m y ideas will not 
accord with those of orthodox views, but I 
honestly think that, after a school-house, 
the next most necessary public building 
would be a reading-room and library. If 
the different societies that are building 
churches throughout the country would 
U9e that money to build halis which could 
be used as libraries, reading-rooms and for 
lectures, and a sm all sum charged to pay 
for fuel and lights through the winter 
m onths, and plentifully supplied with 
books and papers, or even papers alone, 
there are plenty ot generous public-spirited 
men who would contribute to their sup­ 
port. Games should be provided, also 
dominoes, checkers, and even cards—all 
harmless in themselves. It is the su r-, 
roundings that make card playing an evil. 
Newspapers are great educators, and if 
country boys could have some place to go 
where they could read not only their own 
home papers, but those from other States 
as well, it would enlarge their views of 
life considerably. The country boys are 
not lacking in intelligence, hut as a rule 
they have not the same opportunities for 
information that are enjoyed by tbeir city 
brothers. The majority of them get no 
education beyond that furnished by the 
district school. On storm y days, when 
nothing can be done on the farm but the 
regular routine of chores, and when the 
winter eveniDgs are lone, they will congre­ 
gate at tlie nearest Baloons out of 6heer 
lonesomeness. 
I suppose my Christian friends will hold 
up their haDds in holy horror, but 1 am 
perfectly sincere in my belief that one good 
reading room, 
properly condncted 
and 
plentifully supplied with just the leading 
papers and a lew of the magazines, and 
some one to talk to the boys occasionally 
on tbeir duties as future cit zees, would do 
more good than two or lhree churches. 
And 1 have that much faith in the country 
boys to believe they would much rather 
pay a sm all sum m onthly toward keeping 
up a good reading-room than sink it in the 
till of the saloon man. 
I would like, right here, to say a few 
words to the pa'euis 
Mo t farmers, I 
believe, take a paper—ro t often more than 
one, and generally that is a weekly. 
It 
spoken to on the subject tbev will, os a 
rule, 
plead poverty. 
Well, papers and 
magazines do cost money, but I know of 
nothing that will return so large a rale of 
interest on the money invested as plenty of 
papera, not only for the boys, hut for the 
wives and daughters as well. 
Neither 
m ust the little ones be forgotten. It papers 
and magazines are always lying around 
where they can be picked up at odd mo­ 
ments boys and gills will fall into the 
habit of reading whenever they have an 
opportunity. 
1 think it was no less a per 
son than Daniel W ebs'er who said, ’ Snow 
me a man who takes plenty of papers and 
you may be sure he will have a family of 
bright boya and girls.” T hat waa said a 
long tim e ago. but the rule holds good vet.

It tore a great hole in the walls 
of the m achinery departm ent adjoining 
and about twenty-rive employes were bur­ 
ied in the debris. T he city tire departm ent 
was sum m oned and together w ith the em­ 
ployes of the establishm ent Boon quelled 
the flames and began the work of rescuing 
the unfortunates. 
Three men were killed and seven badly 
iDjQred, some of whom will probably die.

Jam es Black, 
A l H ardy, Sam uel Gibson and J. E. Sheri­ 
dan suffered from cuts, bruises and frac­ 
tured bones, and were scalded by the es­ 
caping steam . It is likely that three, and 
perhaps four of them , will die. All the 
other men caught in the debris were taken 
out practically unhurt.

P hiladelphia, February 22d.—The ini­ 
tial steps toward the erection of a memo­ 
rial to perpetuate the memory of events 
leading to the foundation of the United 
States Governm ent were taken in this city 
to-day with co operation. 
There was a 
large'representative gathering of Congress­ 
men and State authorities.

T he visitors tben proceeded np stairs to 
theC om m on Council Chamber, w here Gov­ 
ernor Green called for order and named 
General Banks for Chairm an. Addresses 
were m ade by Governor Biggs, of Dela­ 
w are; Congressman Carter, of M ontana; 
Congressman Clunie, of California, and 
others in support of the projected m em o­ 
rial. 
Upon the conclusion of Clnnie's ad­ 
dress the m eeting adjourned, and the vis­ 
itors returned to the hotel for luncheon. 
A t 2 o’clock carriages were taken at the 
hotel and the visitors driven through Fair- 
m ount Park to exam ine sites for the pro­ 
posed m em orial. 
A banquet will be ten­ 
dered the visitors this evening.

T w o L a rg e C ru is e rs T h a t M ay P o s sib ly 
b e B u ilt o n T h is C o ast. 
W a sh in g t o n , February 22d.—It is ex­ 
pected that Secretary Tracy will readver- 
tise for proposals for building a Naval 
Academy practice cruiser at an early date, 
and at the same tim e proposals will be in­ 
vited for a 5,500 ton protected cruiser. This 
vessel will be, when built, the largest un­ 
armored ve*sel in the navy. 
She will carry in the m ain battery two 
8 inch guns, protected by barbettes four 
inches tnick, and ten 4-inch gnns, mounted 
under the superstructure deck and pro­ 
tected by 4-inch steel plates, 
The second­ 
ary battery will consist of eight 6 pounder, 
six 3-pounder and two 1-pounder H otch­ 
kiss gnns, one 1-pounder boat m ount, four 
37 M. M. caliber m axim guns, and six 45 
M. M. caliber m axim guns. The protective 
deck is to be 2 inches thick on the fiat, 4i 
inches thick on the slopes over the m a­ 
chinery, and 3 inches thick on the slopes at 
the ends. 
W hen these two vessels are contracted 
for but two m ore will rem ain to be adver­ 
tised. These are the Thomas cruising 
monitor, which is delayed pending an 
agreement as to how much arm or she will 
carry, and the 7,500-ton armored cruiser. 
S e c re ta ry T rac e y h a s ju s t a p p ro v ed th e 
p re lim in a ry p la n s o f th e la tte r vessel, an d 
th e w o rk of g e ttin g o u t th e d e ta iled p la n s 
a n d sp ecificatio n s w ill be v ig o ro u sly prose­ 
c u te d . 
I t h a s been d ecid ed to in c re a se th e 
d isp la c e m e n t to 8,159 to n s, a n d th e e x tra 
w e ig h t is to be D riD cipally u tiliz e d to in ­ 
crease th e speed a n d coal e n d u ra n c e . 
She is to be given tw enty knots on forced 
draught, makiDg her m uch the fastest 
armored vessel afloat. For this speed a 
m axim um of at least 15,000 indicated 
horse-power will be required in the en­ 
gines. 
The battery arrangem ent will be almost 
Identical with that of the English protected 
cruiser Blake. She will carry four 8 inch 
guns, m ounted singly in H ichborn barbette 
turrets, one over the keel forward of tbe 
superstructure, one aft and one on each 
side am idships 
On the deck below she 
will m ount three 6-inch guns on each 
broadside, two 4 inch guns directly forward 
and two directly aft. This arrangem ent 
will give ber a very heavy all-ronnd fire. 
Irving Scott, who is still here, announces 
bis intention of bidding for both of these 
large vessels, and expects to get them .

A L A S K A CUSTOM S. 


P ro v isio n s o f S e n a to r D o lp h ’s A la s k a n 
B ill. 
W a sh in g to n, February 22d. — Senator 
Dolph’s bill to constitute Mary Island, 
W rangel. Janean, Sand Point, Kodiak and 
Onnalaska ports of delivery w ithin the 
collection district of Alaska, and appropri­ 
ating $25,000 to erect the necessary build­ 
ings at Mary Island and Sand Point, was 
referred by the Senate Committee on Com­ 
merce to Secretary W indom for an expres­ 
sion of his views thereon. 
In response the Secretary says Mary 
Island ¡B of no valne for Custom-house pur­ 
poses. 
It is recommended as the best site 
for an initial port for the peninsular trade 
oy tbe officers of the customs revenue ma­ 
rine and coast survey. Tbe shipping and 
m erchantile interests at W rangel, 100 miles 
north of Mary Island, has already been 
constituted a customs station by adm inis­ 
trative action. 
It is an old and somewhat im portant 
station of trade. Juneau is on the m ain­ 
land of tbe peninsula, 200 miles north of 
W rangel towards Sitka. The necessary 
officers and buildings are there. It is a 
large and flourishing town and the center 
ot the m ining industries of the Territory. 
Kodiak is on an island of that name 100 
miles west of Sitka. It is the center of the 
salmon fishing and canning industry, the 
im portant resources of the Territory. 
There is not a single officer nor a proper 
building on the ground. Sand Point is on 
Popoff Island, one of the A leutian chain, 
several hundred miles from the main land. 
It is a rendezvous for hundreds of fishiDg 
and hunting vessels, and is therefore one of 
the m ost im portant customs stations in 
the Territory and has inducem ents for 
smuggling and demoralizing the traffic 
with the natives. No tim e should be ioBt 
in providing the necessary supervision, 
says the Secretary. 
Onnalaska is in the Aleutian chain, 200 
miles west of SitEa, at the principal en­ 
trance to Behring Sea. 
No customs officer 
has been stationed there for m any years, 
except at Mary Island and Sand Point. 
The Secretary says there will be no ex­ 
pense consequent npon the passage of tbe 
bill.

A B ill T h a t W ill U p se t th e D e m o c ra tic

W a sh in g to n, February 22d.—Congress­ 
man McComas is preparing a bill for the 
Republicans of the House to take the place 
of the W ickham bill, to prevent gerry­ 
m andering by the Democrats in Ohio. 
The McComas bill will be more in the char­ 
acter of a perm anent provision to gerry­ 
m andering in general and for all time. 
It 
will provide that members of the fifty- 
second Congress shall be elected from the 
same districts as the fifty-first Congress, 
and that after th at the reapportionm ent 
shall be made in the States in accordance 
w ith the eleventh census, such reapportion­ 
m ent to hold good until the twelfth census. 
It Fr° Tide5- aleo- tbat the “ Gificates of 
election of members shall be made to tbe 
Clerk of the House by the State Canvassing 


This last clause would apply to the prob­ 
able situation at the next election in Ohio. 
If tbe Democrats of Ohio elect in tbe new 
districts of their own makiDg and the Re­ 
publicans refuse to recognize tbe new dis­ 
tricts but run in the old, it would give two 
foil delegations of twenty-one members, 
one delegation Republican and tbe other 
Democratic, and tbe Governor being a 
Democrat would probably certify to the 
election of the Democrats, and as it now is 
the Clerk of the House would have to m ake 
up the roll upon these certificates, and tbe 
Republicans would have to stand as con­ 
testants. 
W ith this new provision, how ­ 
ever. tbe Attorney-General and Secretary 
of State, who, with the Governor, constitute 
tbe canvassing board, being both Republi­ 
can» the Republicans m ight be certified.

C h ic a g o, February 22d.—A t tbs anni­ 
versary celebration of the Union League 
Club this evening, in honor of W ashing­ 
ton’s Birthday, an interesting programme 
was presented. 
Several 
speeches were 
made, tbe principal one by Chief Justice 
Fuller, on “Our Federal Judiciary.” The 
sentim ent, he said, is obviously appropri­ 
ate to celebrate W ashington’s Birthday, for 
it was W ashington who urged upon the 
Continental CoDgress, while the smoke of 
B unker H ill still lingered in the air, the 
creation of a Federal tribunal with juris­ 
diction co extensive with w hat were then 
the U nited Colonies, and the Provinces of 
Great Britain in North America, aDd later, 
when the Constitution was put into opera­ 
tion, W ashington, with characteristic sa­ 
gacity. foreseeing the great part which the 
Judicial D epartm ent would play in the de­ 
velopment of our institutions, called it, in 
his letter tendering the Chief Justiceship 
to Jay, “The keystone of the political 
fabric.” 
T he Chief Justice spoke of the judgments 
and powers of the Fedeial Judicial D epart­ 
ment. and said nothing has done more to 
commend that departm ent lo the confi­ 
dence and respect of the people than its 
scrupulous abstinence from decisions of 
strictly political questions, and ils rigid 
adherence to the exercise of none but ju ­ 
dicial powers, and it is the acquiesence of 
tbe Union and States people and their 
authorities in the conclusions of the judi­ 
cial departm ent that demonstrates the suc­ 
cess of a popular Government, since it im ­ 
plies tbe capacity to observe the self-im­ 
posed restraints. “It seems to me as years 
roll on tbe judiciary gains more and 
more in the affection and trust of the peo­ 
ple. Tbe judiciary, National and State, for 
Federal and State Courts, are parts of one 
whole, and their lights shine from the 
sim e firmam ent alike and they seek that 
understanding of the heart which will en­ 
able them to discern between that which is 
good and th at which is bad, and so to sit 
wis-ly in judgm ent amid this, so great a 
people—the people of George W ashing­ 
ton.”

S O U T H E R N P A T R IO T S .

N ew Y o r k . February 22d.—The fourth 
annual dinner of the New York Southern 
Society to-night was 
largely 
attended. 
President Calhoun in his address referred 
to the loss the South had sustained in the 
death of Jefferson Davis and H enry W. 
Grady, and concluded : 
"L et us seek to 
win the adm iration of the people of the 
North by onr devotion to the Union aDd 
our intense love for every section of our 
common country.” 
The principal speaker of the evening was 
ex-President Cleveland, who responded to 
the toast, “ The Birthday of George W ash­ 
ington.” 
In introducing him Mr. Calhoun 
spoke briefly of Mr. Cleveland's political 
career, saying in conclusion: _ “Since ;he 
expiration of his term he has lived among 
us one of the most unassum ing of citizens, 
bnt bearing w ith him constantly in the in­ 
coming and outgoing of bis daily life, the 
respect and confidence and love of the peo­ 
ple over whom he presided in a m anner 
and to an extent never equalled since the 
davs of W ashington himself.” 
W hen Mr. Cleveland rose he was greeted 
with great applause. 
Mr. Cleveland said the statem ent that 
we have too few holidays is perhaps true. 
It would be strange indeed if this day 
should ever be neglected by our fellow- 
countrym en. W e certainly need at least 
one day which shall recall to our mind3 
the truth that the price of onr country was 
unselfish labor and sacrifice; that men 
fought and suffered that we m ight be free and 
that love and American brotherhood are 
necessary elements to the full and con­ 
tinued enjoym ent of American freedom, 
prosperity and happiness. There is dan­ 
ger that we may grow heedless of the fact 
that onr institutions are a precious legacy, 
which for their own sake should be jeal­ 
ously watched and guarded, and there is 
danger tbat this condition may induce self­ 
ishness 
and 
sordidness, 
followed 
by 
an 
idea that patriotism and 
morality 
have no place in statecraft, and that a 
political career may be entered npon like 
any other trade, for private profit and ad­ 
vantage. This is a frightful departure from 
the doctrines upon which our institutions 
rest, and surely it is tbe extreme of folly 
to hope tbat our scheme of government 
will effect its purpose and intent, when 
every condition of its birth and life is neg- 


leiJohn Temple Graves, of Rome, Ga., made 
an eloquent address, in which he said the 
problems of our Government will be solved 
when the people learn to throb w ith fervor 
at the sight of tbe fl»g and to shout with 
patriotism at the sound of our national air. 
The war, be said, was inevitable, b at both 
the South and the North are better for it, 
and the Union is becoming m ightier every 
day.

P O P U L A R D E C R E E . 


T h e L e n te n F a s t A b o lis h e d to r th e P r e s ­ 
e n t S e a so n . 
S t. L o u is (Mo.), February 22d.—The 
Westtm Watchman, a prom inent Catholic 
weekly journal of this city, pnnta to-day a 
letter'from its Roman correspondent in 
which he says the Congregation Universal 
of the Inquisition issues a decree signed 
bv Cardinal Monaco and published in the 
official organ of the Vatican, abolishing 
the Lenten fast and abstinence this year. 
This is extended to the whole world, the 
letter savs, wherever the ordinaries shall 
judge the dispensation necessary. 
The 
reason for setting aside the Lenten obliga­ 
tion,it is claimed, is the prevailing Influenza 
which is m aking snch ravages in all parts 
of Europe and thought to be prevalent in 
the U nited 8tates. 
This decree, it is said, will be quite a 
surprise to Roman Catholics, as it is stated 
to be the first one of the kind ever issued 
in the history of the church. 


D IS G R A C E F U L A C TS.

An Effort to A bolish th e African 
Slave Trade—A P rince Par­ 
doned and B anished.

B e r l in , February 22d.—Last night an 
independent and entirely’ reliable author­ 
ity gave figures showing tbat the Socialists 
had actually twenty members and had 
good prospects to capture thirty m ore seats 
on the second ballot. Tbe opposition in 
the Reichstag will involve alm ost revolu­ 
tionary modifications. The most sanguine 
Carteliers do not expect the second ballots 
will m ake such changes in the resnlt as 
will modify their defeat. The supreme 
question is, how far will the Socialist suc­ 
cess ultim ately go. Thursday their total 
record of votes reached nearly 1,500,000 
againBt 774,000 in 1887. No combination 
of the opponents seems likely to head 
them off on the second ballot, aDd tbe 
prospects are of seeiog thirty-five to forty 
Socialists seated in the next Reichstag 
against eleven in tbe last Reichstag. 
A nother result suggested by the growth 
of this popular movement, is the reap­ 
pearance of the Volks parly, or Democrats 
so-called. 
In the Reichstag of 1884, this 
party held eleven seats. TakiDg the whole 
resnlt together as it stands in actnal results, 
and as it is likely to stand after the decis­ 
ion of the second ballots, tbe prospect is 
that tbe opposition will have 242 in tbe 
Honse against 170 for the Government 
groups. 
This opposition will be m ade up as fol­ 
lows: Centrists, or U lna MoDtane, 10; Ger­ 
man Liberals, or Liberals, properly speak­ 
ing, 45; Socialists, 37; 
Volks party or 
Democrats, 7; Poles, 11; Alsatian Protest­ 
ers, 12; Gnelpbs and Danes together, 12. 
This is a very heterogeneous opposition, 
held together by no devotion to a common 
parpóse, but only by tbe negative tie of ob­ 
jection, yet it is bonnd to give the Govern­ 
m ent some lively times. 
One of tbe incidents of the contest is tbe 
defeat of Professor Virchow, the famous 
and popular man of science and a distin­ 
guished Liberal, by Janiszewski, a poor 
journeym an bookbinder and a Pole. H err 
Woestann, Bism arck’s friend, the ereut 
Ham burg ship-owner and candidate of tbe 
National Liberals, was defeated by Dietz, a 
Socialist. This astonished the Socialists 
themselves. H am burg is now entirely in 
their hands. 
The opposition press comments freely 
npon the facia that after twelve years oper­ 
ation of tbe law for the suppression of 
Socialists, the great populous centers of the 
country have become hotbeds of socialism. 
It is argued tbat siuce the law expires in 
September next tbe Government must 
abandon all attempts to repress this move­ 
m ent by legislation, or dissolve the Reich­ 
stag and appeal to the nation on this special 
issae. 
The press generally, in so far as it m ight 
give any reflection on official feeling, re­ 
frains from an attempt, but in the progres­ 
sionist papers occur predictions that Bis­ 
m arck will immediately resign the Presi­ 
dency of the Prussian M inistry and be 
succeeded by Boetticher. 
Official opinion on this snbject favors the 
view tbat Bism arck's position has been 
strengthened by the result of the election. 
The Em peror was confident the rescript 
would check the successful progress of tbe 
Socialists and is consequently enraged at 
the discovery that this vas an illusion. 
Officials quote Bismarck as saying the 
“rescripts would assist the Socialistic can­ 
didates and could not weaken them ." It 
is thought likely, therefore, the Emperor 
will return to the guidance of Bismarck. 
Otto of Bavaria is bedridden and in the 
last stages of general paralysis. 
The only disorder which cccurred last 
night in Berlin was a collision between the 
police and Socialists. Late in the evening 
some officers were unhorsed. One was 
severely stabbed and had to be taken to the 
hospital. Knives were freely used, and 
many arrests were made. 
Upon the refusal of a Socialist crowd to 
disperse at m idnight in Altena, the m ili­ 
tary made a charge w ith bayonets. Many 
persons were wounded and a num ber were 
arrested. 
Vanbewercn, Dómela and Mewenhans, 
the leaders of the Socialist party in H ol­ 
land, have been arrested in Berlin. The 
charges are not known.

L o n d o n. February 22d.—Further details 
of the outrage in the political prison at 
K ara have reached the Russian exiles in 
London. 
It appears the trouble originated 
in a “ hunger strike” in August, when tbe 
women political prisoners tried to starve 
themselves to death and thus escape tbe 
brutalities of their jailers. 
All the women 
imprisoned abstained from food for four­ 
teen days. 
At first the jailers jeered at the 
women, then tempted them with food, and 
then finding this of no avail threatened 
them . 
W hen several of tbe women were 
at the point of death from voluntary absti­ 
nence from food the prison officials re­ 
sorted to artificial means to compel them 
to 
take 
nourishm ent. 
The 
methods 
adopted, however, were violent and licenti­ 
ous, and the women were compelled to 
abandon the strike. Abom inable outrages 
followed 
this state of affaire, and led 
Madame Sigada, whose death by flogging 
has already been announced, to ask for 
an interview with theD irectorof the prison 
in hope of securing an amelioration of the 
condition of the prisoners. 
The request was granted, but she found 
him so abusive that in her exasperation 
she called him a villain and slapped his 
face. 
Madame Sigada was tben taken from 
tbe Director’s office and conveyed to the 
prison in which common offenders are con­ 
fined. 
Three of her companions 
from 
among tbe political prisoners were per- 
rnittcd to join her. Some tim e later Baron 
Korff sent a special order directing that 
Madame Sigada be punished according to 
the regulations and tbe order was executed 
to the fullest extent. The punishm ent was 
so severe tbat death ensued from rupture 
of the heart. 
H er three companions com­ 
mitted snicide w itbin an hour of the time 
after bearing of Madame Sigada’s death. 
Many hearing of tbe flogging and suicides 
carried ont their threats of suicide. They 
met together, and thirty of them shared 
what poison they could obtain. That eve­ 
ning two died. 
Their convulsion» and the 
dead silence which reigned in the other 
cells roused the attention of the guards, 
who imm ediately sum m oned physicians, 
who administered emetics to the survivors 
and endeavored by every means to coun­ 
teract the effects of the poison.

F r esn o. February 22d.—E x -Judge J. W. 
North died last night, aged 76 years. 
He 
was a native of New Y ork. In 1849 be 
went to M’nnesota and spent a year on 
H ennipia Island, and was present at-tbe 
Jaying of tbe foundation of tbe first bouse 
in M inneapolis. 
He was a m em ber of the 
second Territorial Legislature of Minnesota, 
and introduced the bill chartering the 
Minnesota University at M inneapolis. He 
was the founder of tbe town ot Northfield, 
named after him . In 1857 he was a m em ­ 
ber of tbe Convention that framed the 
Constitution of Minnesota. In I860 he was 
Chairman of the delegation of tbat State 
to the Chicago Convention which nom ­ 
inated Lincoln, and was on the committee 
delegated to apprise him of the nom ina­ 
tion. 
In 1867 he was appointed Surveyor- 
General of the Territory of Nevada, and 
later a Judge of the Territorial District Su­ 
preme Court of Nevada. 
In 1870 be con­ 
ceived the scheme of planting a colony of 
Eastern people in Souther California and 
founded Riverside. 
In 1879 he went to San Francisco and 
spent a year practicing law, when he be­ 
came interested in the W ashington Colony 
scheme near Fresno, to which he devoted 
the remainder of his life. 
In politics he 
was a Republican and in early life a strong 
abolitionist, spending two years lecturing 
against slavery under the auspices of the 
Connecticut Anti-Slavery Society. 
H is body was shipped to Los Angeles to­ 
night and will be cremated in compliance 
with bis dying request.
